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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 20-24, 26-33, 35-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Ohmer (US 6,056,059) (see figures 1 1 A-l 1H). 

Figure 1 1 A of Ohmer shows the first 3 steps of claim 20. Figure 1 IB shows the 
"expanding" and "forcing" steps. Figure 11D shows the "cementing" step. Figures 11F-11H show 
the steps of "drilling a second wellbore" and "drilling a third wellbore". 

As for claims 22-24, 26-28, see 160 & 162 in Figures 8A-8B and 208, 210 and 212 in 
Figure 9. 

As for claims 29-32, see "cementing device" 802 in Figures 1 1C-1 ID. 

As for claim 33, see column 16, lines 19-23. 

As for claims 35-39, see Figures 1 IB, 16-17D and 19A-19C. 

As for claims 40-41, see the "deflection device" does not distinguish from the "stiffening 
structure" 1800 (see figures 19B-19C) that guides the "traveling forming heads" 1928. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 25, 34 and 42-49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.
